I be aauai questions as 10 how 1 liked Halt Lake city 
and wbat I thought or the samu. both »i which 1 
answered tn ttM same manner that I had, lnjfore when 
■naked by Amelia. After becoming seated, I said to 
her: 

" 1 suppose, Mra. Young, that you have soon a 
great deal or Menuouiam. " 

• 1 Nearly thirty yeara, " she replied, ' * I have been 
in tbis church, and 1 ttuuk I shall die, aa 1 have 
ilved, in it. My trials and sorrow* have lieen truly 
great, but they are the preface to a better lile be- 
yond the grave." 

tibe gave atterance to theae words with a fervor 
winch convinced me at once that ibe waa poasessed 
or an eotiiiuuasni approaching- almost to monoma- 
nia, npon MM) subject or the Mormon religion. 

I ventured »o blut that perhapa when too late abe 
might find bertelf mistaken with regard to that re- 
ligion, in the service of wblcb ahe bad spent the 
most of her life. She cut me short by assuring me 
that she knew Joseph .smith to tie a prophet, and that 
13 rig ham was his rightful successor. Te this remark 
Amelia laughingly responded : ' • That is more than 
1 can say, annt Zlna. " 

' The latter 'a only answer was a look of mute re- 
proach. 

Wishing to broach the subject of polygamy, I re- 
marked that tbey all seemed to live very comfort- 
ably together, and evidently had plenty of room. 

Aum Zlna replied that tbey were furuisbed with 
everything that they needed, and they generally 
made their own clothing and that of their children, 
rtome or the wives, she said occupied themselves 
tn spinning the yarn of which homespun cloth waa 
woven tor their winter's wear. 

I asked her if they wore homespun altogether tn 
winter, to which she replied that some of the wives 
did, and some did not. The girls were the most 
difficult to manage; for, since Gentile fashions had 
been introduced into Salt Lake city, they would 
have fashionable bonnets, hats, dresses, and cloaks, 
by nook or by crook. In fact, it was getting now so 
that a young man would hesitate to marry a young 
girl lor fear he could not supply ber wanu in that 
line, as it now cost more than double what It did to 
keep a wile, and bachelors and old maids wero on 
the increase among the Saints. Here l saw an op- 
portunity of recurring to the subject of polygamy, 
so I remarked : 

• ' Under your peculiar institution, Mrs. Young, 
Which permits your men to take several wives, I 
presume that you do not have aa many old maids In 
Utah, in proooitlon to those elsewhere 7" 

1 ' 1 do not know bow that is, " she replied, ' ' bnt 
they are certainly Increasing all the time in num- 
bers. The girls born and brought up here seem to 
have a great aversion to t he system, and although 
some do go into polygamy, through parental in- 
fluence or a conviction that the principle la right snd 
they should aid in carrying It out, yet the great ma- 
jority will not willingly submit to it, and as the boya 
<lo not feel able to take the responsibility of a wife, 
the girls Anally become old maids. " 

• 1 Would they not, " 1 asked, ' ' be nnhappy in 
polygamy, and Is it hot better that tbey should be - 
come old maids than polygamous wives T " 
"I think," She replied, "that much of 
> the nnhapplnesa found In polygamous fami- 
lies is due to the women themselves. 
They expect too much attention from the husband, 
and because Gey do not obtam.lt, or see a little at- 
tention bestowed upon one of the other wives, they 
become sullen and morose, and permit their til-tern 
per to finally find vent. Then perhaps they think 
tbey must have fine dresses and fashionable bate 
from the dress-maker and milliner, instead of mak- 
ing those articles themselves; and because the 
means of the husband will not permit it, they are 
ready to quarrel with him about It. When one wife 
has anything new and pretty, all the other women 
tbiak they most have something new and pretty too, 
and petty jealousies are In this way constantly aris- 
ing, which serve to make their Uvea miserable 
Then it is, In a measure, also, tee fault or the has 
band, for be should learn to control his own house- 
hold, and rule it in enter. " 

' ' These evils or which yon speak, " I remarked, 
"appear to be inseparably connected with polyg- 
amy, since they can only occur tn a polygamous 
family ; a single and only wile could not, of course, 
be jealous of attentions paid or articles of dress pur- 
chased for other wives if her husband bad none but 
her.!' 

"Kim." replied she," I think there la aa much 
bickering and quarreling between a husband with one 
wlfa aa there is between one and his several wives. " 

"Do yon refer to the country at large or only 
Utah," I asked. 

"To Utah, of course," she replied, "since I 
have known no other country for tbe last twenty 
yean." 

" Then, " said I, "may it not be accounted for 
(torn the fact that those husbands having only one 
wife are paying attention to other women with a 
view to maklag them poiygamoos wives some day 1 

"That may partially, at least, account for it," 
she replied. 

Well," said 1. wishing to obtain ber views folly 
npon the subject of polygamy, ' * do yon think that 
polygamy is calculated to refine and elevate woman 
in the scale of existence and make ner happy, or is 
It calculated to debase and degrade her 7" 

" We do not, " she replied, ' * regard it exactly in 
that light. It Is not tbe temporal, bat the spiritual 
resnlte, that we more partlcniarly look at. We be- 
lieve that all the kingdom which a man wilt have in 
the eternal worlds will be one, the subtests of which 
are the man's own descendaate. Thus we believe 
that Adam will rale over the whole human race, as 
he was the rather or all living. We believe, also, 
that Joseph Smith and Brtgham Young will have 
kingdoms or their own, over which they will role, 
and thus become gods to their descendants and sub- 
jecta. The revelation npon celestial marriage was 
given to the Prophet Joseph for this very purpose 
and those who do not obey it will become the aer 
vants or those who do. We also believe that there 
•ire three heavens— the Celestial, the Terrestial, and 
the Telestlai. The Celestial is the highest, tn which 
dwell the rather and the Son; and none, except 
those who have at least three wives, can expect to 
he saved therein." 

" Then, " said I, "in order to seenre salvation 
hereafter, you Mlleve It necessary for woman to 
pass fi rough nnhapptness, misery, wretchednet 
and even to lower herseli to the level or tbe brute 
creation, " 

"Oh," she replied, " tbe system has not yet be 
oeroe perfect, bat when it does all things will work 
together beautifully and harmoniously for good." 

" Is not the practice of polygamy opposed to the 
peace, happiness, and good order of families, with 
out any corresponding temporal benefits to show 
for itt" 

"Peace and happiness,' she replied, "are cer- 
tainly lacking in many poiygamoos families, bat It is 
all owing to a misconception and misunderstanding 
npon the part of wives, as to their duties. It is th 
doty ol a first wife to learn to regard her husband not 
with a selfish devotion that would claim tea whole of 
bis society, tune, and attention , not rather aa owing 
attention* to other wives also, which they have • 
right to expect. Bhe finds before she has been many 
yeara the heed of a polygamous hooeehold, 
that she moat regard her ausbaad with in- 
difference, and with no other feeling Mian that of 
reverence, for wve we regard sa a false sentiment ; 
a reeling which should have do existence tn polyg- 
amy. The mamas en which we read of tn the Old 
Testament were not love matches, sa, tor instance, 
the marriage of Isaac to Bebekah, of Jacob to Leah ; 
and are believe a the good old custom, try which 
marriage ah cold be arranged by the parent* of the 
young people flnt. I most of course admit that the 
deep, devoted love of a flnt wife to her hnahaad 
is a great ebateola in our way m putting the prtuci- 
ples or cchmMal marriage into practice, sad for this 
rsaaan we are, in most cases, obliged to dispense with 
the consent or the flnt wire to her hatband's 
being seated to outer wives*' Then agata, it la 
often tue case that a yoman who baa 
been a second , wife tar a good many years— 
the first wife sUll Ovuhf, bat old and Infirm, so teat 
me seeeod is. to an mtents and parnones, tire first 
w ire -has a ante a the stoat s u e — o we oppostMoa to 
bar hnatHMHTs taking a third wife. Taa proprietor of 
the Townsead Uaase sad his second wife furntsti an

"Does not this example," l remarked, 
go to show that nature has implanted in the breast 
of woman a rooted aversion to ber husband's taking 
more than one wife, and II so, -vss It not placed there 
by an All- wise Creator for the good of mankind ?"

Amelia, who had remained silent for some time, 
now commenced to ask questions In her turn.

We uow raMkea' in rapid succession tlieroomnof 
Harriet Harney, Luoy and Clara Decter, and a num- 
ber of others whose name* I do not uow recollect.

One or the 
ladies 1 recollect, however, as different from the 
others in appearance. Her name is Cobb, snd she 
Is, or rather was, tbe wife of a Boston merchant. 
Many years ago Brtgham. then a young aud ar lent 
missionary in the cause of Joe Smith, wss in Boston 
preaching and proselytising.

Tbe younger 
wives, however, indulge, in then* own apart- 
ments, tn a good cap or gunpowder or hy- 
son. I was also struck with the absence 
or babies from the assemblage, and, upon in- 
quiry, learned that, for about six yean past. Brig- 
bam bad ceased to be a father. Henceforth he must 
depend upon his children for the subjects with which 
to people hts celestial kingdom.' There were" about 
twenty children present at the tables. Having be- 
come satisfied with the results or my observations, 
we returned to Amelia's room and bad a cup or tea. 
I observed that I bad noticed the absence ol tea and 
coffee from tbe dining-room table. Amelia replied 
that Brifchsj* had taken a notion to en force the 
' ' Word of Wisdom , " which was a revelation to 
Joseph Smith prohibiting Bhe Saints from drinking 
hot drinks. Bngham, she said, saw fit to apply the 
prohibition to tea aad coffee, whether hot or cold, 
but she believed It was because he waa too stingy to 
purchase those articles for his family.

About ten yean 
ago she waa engaged to be married to a young lieu- 
tenant in General Johnson's army, named Tobin. 
Alice had met Lieutenant Tobin upon several occa- 
sions, and fell desperately tn love wlte him. Bng- 
ham was gteatljr alarmed at this state of affairs, 
fearful that if he did not give his consent to 
the match Alice would follow the example of 
John Taylor's oldest daughter ami elope. A close 
watch was kept upon Tobin, especially when he wa* 
in company wtth Alice.

other public obligations ot the Domiuicau govern- 
ment, amounting to something more than 11,01)0,000. 

President orent, becretary Flan, and the cabinet 
generally discussed tea proposition and accepted it— 
tr the statistic* of the resouicea of SanDomiigo 
which accompanied it were correct— as a lair baata 
or negotiation. 

The administration took immediate measures to 
posh the negotiation, pemiing the meeting of con- 
gress. As the re mi re of Baet and his administra- 
tion—the onlv authorities wtth which tbe treaty 
conld be continued— baa all along been rendered 
somewhat insecure by Uie revolutionary troubles on 
tbe island, it waa of the first importance that that 
tenure should not be destroyed. Therefore a confi- 
dential understanding had neen entered into, that 
t ina government should "sustain" Baea until 
the negotiation proceeded to Its conclusion. 
With this understanding the r nited states steamer 
Albany waa got in readme** at tbe Brooklyn Navy- 
yard, and laden heavily with warlike material; and 
on that vessel Oenerai Babcook and the new com- 
missioner*. General English and another, sailed tor 
Ban Domingo last Wednesday, The Severn 
and the Swwtara have since nailed te join 
tbe I'nited states squadron In the Weet indies. 
Special Instructions nave been aent to the com- 
mander of that squadron lu view or the supposed 
exigencies or tuts case. 

The intention is, (l) that- tbe three commis- 
sioners who go oat from this government shall come 
to a more definite understanding, tn detail, wtth Bees 
and his oautnet, and other representative Domini- 
cans, upon the subject ; (9) that to secare that un- 
derstanding— if the Dominican government so electa 
— commissioners shall be appointed by Baex to come 
on to Washington and make their own representa- 
tions directly to our government; (I) that after the 
understanding, or basts, in detail la arrived st, 
the Dominican people ahall vote upon It, and 
that lu the meantime any disturbance of the pro- 
ceeding on the island, If outside of It, ahall be re- 
strained, over-awed, or pat down by tbe power of 
the l nited .states); that if by mat vote they decide 
for annexation, the agreement should be subniltted 
to the i'nited States Senate for ratification ; and that 
then, and uot till than, formal possession of the 
Island shall be taken by the i'nited State*. Thai 
government had hoped, or course, to keep the 
negotiation quite secret until arter the expected 
ratification by the Senate; bnt that was impossible, 

The extraordinary naval force now stationed in 
those waters, and the instructions, given, shows 
that the administration has anticipated some possi 
ble objection, or. interference by Snsin. San Do- 
mingo is only forty miles from Uk> coast of Caka. 
The hoisting of the I'niteo States n&g over the 
former island, might be regarded (In view of tbe

As to.the acquisition of San Domingo, tt Is to be 
understood that cmlp a part or the Island is proposed 
to be surrendered to as. San Domingo and 
Hay tl are one aad tbe same Island ; bnt the eastern 
or northeastern part is under the dominion or Ssi- 
nave, and the western or southwestern part Is un- 
der the government or Baea. Tbe French language 
la spoken by the eastern population, th* Spnnub 
language on that part of the Island nearest Cuba. 
Tbe area of the territory proposed to be ceded w tbe 
United States is between fifteen and twenty thousand 
aqnare miles, or aboat one half the MMsad. The popu- 
lation of this territory numbers snout iao,om. Tbe 
revenue last year was, in round numbers, asoo, ooo. 
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lie foot of i he calendar 
lay ed about two years.
